Seminars, Independent Study 


Approximately 80 students are enrolled in seminars and 
independent study this spring as part of the college honors 


program. 


The program, leading to a degree awarded with college 
honors, consists of lower and upper division pro-seminars, In- 


dependent study, a 
honors examination. 


senior honors forum and a comprehensive 
The pro-seminar units may be counted 


toward some of the college requirement of 45 units in the 


general education program. 

The purpose of the honors 
program is to further dedi- 
cation and skill in inquiry 
and to give people of un- 
usual ability an aay 
to search out the various Li- 
beral arts horizons, according 
to Dr. Harry Aron, chairman 
of the honors program. 

Eligible students are usually 
invited by the honors com- 
mittee, although students may 
initiate or ask to be invited 
or be recomended by profess- 
ors. 

To be eligible for the pro- 
gram, students must have sta- 
nine scores of eight or nine on 
their one entrance test, which 


means they fall in the upper 
12 per-cent of applicants to 
4 year liberal arts colleges 
This test is considered one of 
the best predictors of college 
success Students must also 


have a GPA of B and a B in 


honors work. 

Aron stresses the impor- 
tance of the program espe 
cially in a society such as ours 
which he states often resents 
and punishes the differences 
of excellence in academic a 
chievement. 

The chairman hopes this 
program will excite and in- 
terest exceptional students in 
the pursuit of excellence. Aron 
stated that the mortality rate, 
meaning those who fail to gra- 





duate, among excellent stu- 
dents is high and that this 
program may provide a vehi- 
cle to reduce the dropout rate 
of outstanding students 
Instructors Given 
Instructors for the honors 
program art Drs.
